The recent act passed by the 
Georgia Legislature, prohibiting 
white teachers from teaching color- 
ed children and colored, teaching 
white ¢hildren is one of the most 
uncivilized acts Known to Ameri- 
ca’s. boasted civilization. Sach 
an act could have only been con- 
ceived by a corrupt brain and bar- 
barian. | 

The colored people of the south 
don’t ask for social equality, neith- 
er do they ask for mixed schools, 
but, they do expect equality before 
the law and equal school facilities. 
The southern colored people have 
demonstrated to the world that 
they are competent to do as much 
as the white people and do it well 
ifan opportanity is offered. The 
Georgia legislature may deem it 
wise to pass such anact, but itis 
not right, and that which is not 
right cannot prevail, A wrong to 
any race of people, has never been 
known to prevail. History speaks 
of people ancient times 
who were oppressed by the avarice 
and profligate, but eventually the 
poor people were righted and to- 
day ancient civilization is no mock- 
ery. What is it that the white 
people of the south want? The 
question in our opinion is a division 
of the colored vote. The colored 
people must be like white people, 


they must support those principles 


that will better serve their inter- 
est. There are three’ great par- 
ties in existence, the republican, 
demoncratic and prohibition par- 
ties. We would suggest that the 
Negroes so. divide as to have 
a representation in the three par- 
ties. Perhaps this’ will solve the 
prejudice against the Negro. The 
next step for the colored people to 
persue is to go into business and 
save their money. ‘Tne colored 
people in Memphis, Tenn., are do- 
ing good business. There is no 
city in the South where the colored 
people are doing so well as in Mem- 
phis. We don’t understand why 
itis thatin some portion of the 
south the colored people are pro- 
gressing so nicely and in other por- 
tions they are ill _ treated? 
There is but one way to solve the

A NATIONAL MOB.

Every colored paper in the coun- 
try is a league for advocating the 
Negro’s rights and exposing his 
wrongs. Mr. Fortnne’s 
means blow for blow and, accord- 
ing to his own words, to “shoot and 
stand up and be shot at.” The 
best way to get up faith in this 
kind of remedy is for Mr. Fortane 
tO take some of his own medi- 
cine. 


| From the People’s (Del) Witness. ] 


The proposed National League as 
conceived by Mr. Fortune, [?) is 
working with serious effect upon a 
few colored journalists. The 
League is to be organized for the 
benefit of the suffering South, that 
is to be instrumental in quelling 
mob and violence as perpetrated 
against the inoffending eolored citi- 
zeus Of that region. We join in 
the chorus that urges the colored 
man to defend himself at all haz- 
ards against outlaws, as the cir- 
cumstances, guided by prudent 
dictation, to conscientiously exert 
the wisdom of self defense. But 
we fail to see the sense of organiz- 
ing the colored people into a band 
of outlaws, that will place them on 
a par with the 
tianized and uncivilized whife 
roughs of the South. Many of our 
sagacions colored editors of the 
South have already spoken out in 
coudemning tones against the 
League, because they see. the im- 
propriety in its complicated influ- 
ence. They should ve those who 
know whether such an organizetion 
would be advantageous or not. 
Nevertheless we expect Mr. For- 
tune, of the New York lTreeman, 
knows better than even they, and 
will doubtless say they must have 
it, because his imagination is so 
much stronger than their practical 
knowledge. There. too, seems to be 
some advantage visible in it to the 
Northern Fortune since he has the 
credit of conceiving this method 
and advancing the idea recently. 
So far the proposition looks to us 
very much like that advanced and 
endorsed by IT. Thomas Fortune 
nearly a year ago in ‘Philadelphia 
at a mass-meeting when the South 
Carolina massacre was denounced, 
and from which grew into existence 
the Afro-American Protective 
League. This organization was 
made permanent. Robert Reeves, 
Esq., was elected President, and 
its dimensions were to extend all 
over the Union for the expressea 
purpose of meeting the emergen- 
cies receutly advanced by Mr. For- 
tune, which is practically a ‘*‘chest- 
nut.” Itmaybethe intention of 
our friend of the Metropolitan city 
to see first the question thoroughly 
warmed upand then Gall upon the 
citizens of the City of Brotherly : 
Love to push the work onward. 
Bat, at any rate, Mr. Fortune has 
either allowed bimself to be cred- 
ited by many who know nothing of 
the existence of the above men- 
tioned organization to consider 
him the conceiver of this new 
‘‘League baby” on purpose, or the 
idea of coudescending to work in 
harmony with the colored people of 
Philadelphia, would not place with- 
in the grasp of his power certaiu 
influeuces suitable to the cause of 
a near future. If Mr. Fortune is 
honest in his proposed attempt to 


organize @ national league, he 
should, iu our opinion, urge the 


recognition and completion of the 
Afrivo-American Protective League 
But if the pream- 
ble and by-laws which he, in oar 
opinion, endorsed last Autumn, 
are altogether foreign from this 
new pet theory, aud cannot be al- 
tered to fit the planus of his party, 
then there is certainly something 
rotten in Denmark. |

pointed to govern us against our 
knowledge or consent, and who 
enact such laws that are tyrrani- 
eal and unjust. If Col. Ludlow 
is respousible for any irregula: ity 
let him be removed, but don’t 
let us accuse Other men who ure 
known to be honest avd upright 
The duty of all cfficers of gov- 
ernment is to en.ct such lawsas 
will benefit the people and not op- 
press them. The preseut form of 
government is oppressive and un- 
constitutional. ‘Taxation without 
representation 1s against all law 
and decency. ‘the only remedy 
for the people is an abolition ot 
our present form of government.

ardice. 1f what Mrs. Strange said 


be true, that she wanted the gen- 
tleman tocome to her house, her 
method of accomplishing that pur- 
pose was wrong. The Bee pre- 


sumed in publishing their state-' 


ment, that it was defending the 
honesty and virtuous intentions of 
an injured lady by not allowing 4 
man to accomplish a nefarious pur- 
pose.

A REORGANIZED BOARD. 


COMMISSIONER WEBB CONTEMPLATES 
CHANGING SCHOOL TRUSTEES HB 
THINKS THE EDUCATIONAL INTER- 

_ ESTS OF THE CITY WILL BE BETTER 


SERVED BY AN AMENDAP AGGRE-| 


GATION. WHO WILL BE REAP- 
POINTED. | 

There need be no surprise felt if 
within a few days an order is is- 
sued by the commissioners looking 
to the reorganization of the board 
of school trustees. Last July the 
terms of several of the members of 
the board expired, aud as yet 


| they have not been reappointed. 


The delay in making the reappoint- 
ment has caused some %ttention 
to be drawn tothe matter. After 
patient inquiry it was learned with 
some positiveness that Commis- 
sioner Webb had determined to 
disband the present board and 
make a new one. He evidently be- 
lieves that the interests of the 
schools would be benefitted by the 
proposed new organization, al- 
though the present boaru has done 
most excellent work, and Mr, 
Webb realizes this fact. The new 
board will be largely made up of 
members of the old board. 

Mr. Webb has been considering 
the matter for a long time, and has 
expressed himself very freely to 
friends about his proposition, and 
they, in turn, after mature consid- 
eration, have advised him to carry 
out his plan. During the year 
harmony prevailed among the 
board, and the new members post- 
ed themselves thoroughly in school 
matters. There were no discord- 


ant elements prevailing, and the} 


schools profited thereby. Encour- 
aged by this, he believes that the 
board can be improved on, and 
with the reasons he advances, 
which are not the least discredita- 
ble to the present board, he thinks 
that his plan will be a satisfactory 


one. There is no disputing the} 


fact that Mr. Webb has given the 
schools carelal attention and has 
informed himself thoroughly as_ to 
their needs ; he is keenly alive to 
their actual wants, and his ambit- 
ion is to give a perfect system of 
instructions to the youth of the 

The present board is comprised 
of the following: J. J. Darlington, 
president: John W. Ross, Avpple- 
ton P. Clark, Rosewell A. Fish, 
W. W. Cartis, Dr. A. H. Witmer,

the present membership’ it can be | 


positively asserted that Messrs. 
Darlington, Ross, Gregory, and 
Fish will be appointed on the new 
board. 2 

It is probable that the commis- 
sioner’s intentions will be made 
known to the board shortly. In 
fact, some of them already expect 
it aud are ready with their resig- 
nations. This must occur shortly, 
as but little time remains. before it 
will be necessary for the board to 
meet for reorganization and elec- 
tion of officers.—Sept. 8. 

Commissioner Webb was asked 
last night by a ‘“Repablican” re- 
porter if he contemplated any ear- 
ly changes in the school board. 
Said he: 

‘‘T dou’t know that there will be 
any changes right off, but the 
terms of some of the trastees ex- 
pired on the 15th of July last, and 
they are now holding over until 
their successors are named.” 

‘Will you reappoint any of 


‘those whose terms expired last 


month?” asked the reporter. 
‘“‘That is a question] cannot an- 
swer:; idon’t think, however, it 
will be a great while before the 
school board has a full quota,” 
was Mr. Webb’s answer, and it 
carried with it the conviction, to 
the reporter’s mind, that some of 
the old trustees were doomed to go.

Wasbington, D.C., Aug. 9, ’87.

Trotter. If simply making a 
statement of facts, which I did, 
is the evidence that your charge 
is true,then [ am guilty.
